ESCAPED 


Stor'es of Dominion Soldiers Who 
won Freedom from German Priso" 
Camps 
The British Ministry of Information 
issues the following regarding the 
escapes of many Canadian prisoners 

from Germany :— 

In the last year about fifty Cana- 
dian prisoners of war have been even- 
tually enabled to return to their own 
country, after escaping from Germany 
into neutral territory. 

Withou;y exception, the stories of 
these men regarding their life and 
sufferings in Germany agree in every 
important detail. It is no lie, they 
say, that some of their number were 
nailed to wooden posts and barn doors 
during those fateful days of April, 
1915. A few of them witnessed the 
gruesome ‘spectacle. Otherg — heard 
the particulars from their comrades 
who were eye-witnesses. It is no fab- 
rication, they add, that the wounded 
were done to death as they lay help- 
less on the battlefield by brutal Prus- 
sian Guards, that their injuries were 
lef, undressed for many days, that 
their pleas for nourishment were 
dismissed with contemptuous grins 
by their captors. For these returned 
Canadians have deposited overwhelm- 
ing evidence of all these things, and 
to their testimony is added that. of 
those repatriated men whose physi- 
cal disabilities forbade tha; they 
should effect their escape. 

Often working alongside German 
civilians in the mineg and quarries of 
Westphalia, and on the farms in East 
Prussia and Bavaria, the Canadians 
were repreatedly able to glean the 
popular feelings towards the war. In

The amount is not beyond the ca- 
pacity of the tunnel; but it requires 
the use of probably 1,500,000 tons 
of shipping—at a time when there is 
danger that civilization may be lost 
for lack of ships. Who shall say 
how long the war will last? Few if 
any well-informed men expect it to 
end in less than two years, Germany 
is financially bankrupt, but econoini- 
cally self-supporting, especially since 
acquiring an unlimited supply of pet- 
roleum at Baku; and Germany is Now, 
as she was over a year ago, “balk- 
ed but not defeated.” It is quite con- 
ceivable that the war may last many 
more than two years. By employing 
modern methods, the funnel may pos- 
sibly be built in less than three years. 
It might perhaps be finished in time 
to be a large factor im winning the 
war. But even if not, it can certainly 
be built in time to be a most import- 
ant element in rebuilding the world 
after the war. The need for ships 
will continue long after peace has 
been concluded, and it will be many 
years before the losses by subma- 
rines have been replaced. During that 
time the tunnel will set free 1,500,000 
tons of shipping. 
In what manner does the question 
{of the Channel tunnel interest us in 
America? The answer is that it in- 
terests us immensely in consequence 
of our relations to the war. We have 
not only entered the war, but have 
given the most solemn pledges that 
ye will stay in until it is satisfactor- 
ily ‘concluded. It is rapidly becoming 
evident that, after the conclusion of 
peace, its preservation will depend, 
for several generations to come, upon 
community of action between France, 
Great Britain, Belgium and the Unit- 
ed States. hese countries are de- 
termined not only to win this war, 
but to win it in such a manner that 
it shall be followed by a durable 
peace.

Fall Is the Time to Attack This 
Pest 


“The destructiveness of the cut 
worm has not been so evident for 
years,” declares Mr. F. Abraham, 
chairman of the home gardens and 
vacant lots section of the Canada 
food board. “An early \season to 
some extent minimieed the loss from 
this pest. The time to attack the 
cut worm is in the fall, if next year’s 
tavages are to be controlled.

All Iced Cake Must Come From 
Maple Tree 


Time was when Canadian fruit 
cake, pound cake, layer cake, etc., 
was made “pound for pound.” Dur- 


ing the past few months confection- 
ery manufacturers have been strug- 
gling with the problem of making 
rst class cakes with only 60 per 
cent. of sugar to the pound. Now 
the problem ig intensified and they 
are ordered to make cake with only 
40 per cent. sugar. 

Icing cakes, as may be imagined, 
is a great source of worry. The few 
cakes that sport chocolate or nutty 
tops are made with maple sugar, for 
no cane sugar’is permitted for this 
purpose. The Canadian roduction 
of maple sugar is limited in spite of 
the efforts on the part of the food 
board to increase the make last 
spring, and the additional demand 
from confectioners has already made 
serious inroads into existing supplies.

Germany, or secure by hoo! or crook 
from abroad, for the one great ob- 
ject of holding our own against the 
resources of a whole world. The 
comfort of those at home must take 
second plaice. The duty devolves upon 
us of sacrificing the last ton of cop- 
per and nickel, of zine or aluminium, 
for the-army; to bring forth the 
leather needed for man and horse, 
even if our children have to go bare- 
footed or wear wooden shoes, Every 
ounce of wool from the backs of 
German slicep must be utilized to 
clothe our men in the field, and tex- 
tiles confiscated imust be turned into 
shirts and underwear for them, 

“The resources of our soil must 
be exploited on the most intensive 
scale, Whole new industries must be 


created, others restricted or convert-} 


ed, substitutes devised of almost 
every sort, and their production fa- 
cilitated.

Luxury-loving German General Had 
Recipes for Soldiers’ Mess 


In Ersey, one of the towns capter- 
ed, the German general quartered 
there has a mess hall fitted out with 
fine furniture, a hotel range, fine 
china and silverware, which were all 
left behind. The officers of his staff 
had individual eoffee cups with the 
Iron Cross and pictures of the kal- 
ser and Hindenburg on them. Two 
silver forks with Hindenburg’s like- 
ness engraved on the handle had been 
used by the general. The general 
had electric lights and call buttons, 
and an claborate assortment of food. 
The haste of the flight is shown by 
the fact that he left behind two cases 
of boche beef. In the office of. this 
same luxury-loving general were 
numbers of copies of

Accidents Frequent 
: In Old Country 


One Death for Each 116,200 Miles 
Travelled 


Members of the royal flying corps 
in Canada average only one fatalit 
for every 116,280 miles they trave 
according to official figures made 
public by Major S, A. Hargraft, 
charge of Winnipeg district. In all, 
Canadian flights have totalled 813,- 
960 miles, a distance cqual to 
times around the globe. 

In England accidents are far more 
frequent, these figures show. For 
the purpose of preparing statistics, 
the total number of flights and cas- 
ualties throughout the entire royal 
air forte, during a certain period, 
were obtained. Similar statistics 
were obtained from training squad- 
rons operating in England. In the 
royal air force in Canada, there were 
36,253 flights, with 13,566 hours fly- 
ing, during which time there were 
59 crashes, 36 of which were.ad- 
missions to hospital.
